LONDON, April 1—*“If a caucus 

as extravagant as it has been blind

government have succeeded in chang- 
ing this ominous deficit into a small 
surplus.

“The caucus mind triumphed and 
refuge was sought in a stunt appeal 
and programme,” Premier Macdonald 
wrote.

March All Over 


B-r-r-r—well, that’s over—mean- 
ing the month of March, 1932—the 
coldest March in 15 years, according 
to Mrs. W. H. Owen, who has charge 
cf the Dominien Meteorological 
Bureau in Edmonton. The ground- 
hog, as everyone will remember, hol- 
ed up again after his glimpse out on 
February 2, this year, and those 
groundhegs who knew their stuff 
would have done well to stay holed 
up for the whole month of March. 

The amount of precipitation and 
the number of hours of bright sun- 
shine recorded were about normsi 
for the month of March, the 
weather lady reports, the only ex- 
traordinary feature of the month 
being the ‘emperature. 

The mean monthly temperature 
for March was 12.8 degrees above 
wero, the lowest since 1917. we 
maximum tem for the 
month was 50 degrees, which is 15 
degrees lower than the highest 
maximum which was 65 degrees, in 
1928, The minimum temperature, 
30 degrees below, has only once in 
the last 15 years been exceeded. 
This was in March, 1919, when the 
low point of 32 degrees beiow zero 
was recorded. 

The precipitation during the 
month just concluded amounted to 
-89 inches, or 8.9 inches of snow. The 
greatest amount of snowfall for the 
same month since 1917 was in 1923, 
when 16%; inebes fell. The smallest

BETTER STICK TO BUSINESS 

Alderman Collisson voiced a timely 
protest the other day against the city 
council being called upon to waste time 
discussing matters over which it has no 
control and instructing the provincial and 
Dominion governments in the discharge of 
their duties. Somebody in the legislature 
might with equal propriety have entered 
a protest against the members of that 


ment or conflict, for the reason that the 
impulses sent out from a broadcasting sta- 
tion do not stop at the boundaries of the 
country in which they originate. 

Without an agreement as to the fre- 
quencies which stations are to employ, 
there would be “chaos” in the ether. In 
such unregulated circumstances, for exam- 
ple, a powerful station ‘set up in Canada or 
the United States could simply paralyze 
any other station whose frequency it saw 
fit to trespass upon. By changins; fre- 
quencies it could interfere with the pro- 
grams and destroy the usefulness of sta- 
tions anywhere and everywhere on the 
continent. 

To avoid such interfereuce an interna- 
tional agreement was reached some years 
ago as to the number of wave lengths that 
might be employed by stations in various 
countries. Not all countries came into the 
arrangement, Mexico for example. An at- 
tempt is to be made to bring the outlaws 
into line at the Madrid conference. 

It goes without saying that Canada 
ought to be represented at that confer- 
ence, and that its representatjves should 
know exactly what the Dominion Govern- 
ment feels this country is entitled to in the 
matter and is prepared to insist upon. 
That is the more necessary now that 
Washington has given notice it will tight 
Sor the disproportionate allotment of wave 
lengths it at present holds. And still more 
necessary because, thanks to Ottawa's de- 
lay in formulating a definite radio policy, 
Canada is not now using all the wave 
lengths it is entitled to use. 

Parliament should see to it that the 
Government fully appreciates the import-

New Mining Rules 


Affect Bear Lake: 
In Effect, April 2 


The changes in the present regula- 
tions are drastic and far-reaching and 
make full allowances for the new and 
difficult conditions with which those 
engaged in developing and prospecting | 
are confronted. The new regu‘ations 
are designed to meet the prevailing 
conditions of remoteness, short sea- 
son and Jack of transportation in the 
Great Bear Lake areca and make full 
provision for the greater cost of min- 
ing in cuch remote districts. 

NEW REGULATIONS 

A section of the new regulations 
which is considered of far-reaching 
importance permits the creation for 
@ period of thirty days of a small re- 
serve including end surrounding the 


covery has been made. 
two miles square, extending one mile 
north, cast, south and west of number 
one discovery post and within this re- 
serve the discoverer has the sole right 
to stake the full number of ciaims to 
w he ts entitled. 

ie object of this is to prevent a 
man who has made an inde; t 
diseovery being deprived of the fruits 
of his enterprice and effort. 

Another section of the new regule- 
tions develops the reserve idea on & 
larger scale. It provides that where 
discovery is made in an isolated re- 
gon the governor in council may for 
a limited period withdraw from dis- 
posal] to other than the discoverer such 
arca surrounding the discovery as may 
be necessary for legitimate prospect- 
ing operations, provided the erer 
furnishes evidence of his financial 
ability and abi'ity to proceed with ac- 
tive development. 

Possibility of the government taking 
fn active part of the conservation of 
the radium-bearing ores of Great Bear 
Lake area is seen in a section of the 
regulations which empowers the gov- 
ernor in council to “make additional 
reguiations governing the production 
and conservation of ores containing 
radio-active elements acquired under 
these regulations.” 

ATTRACTS GREAT ATTENTION 

“Perhaps no mineral discovery in 
northern Canada in recent yesrs has 
attracted attention like the finding of 
radium-bearing ores in the neighbor- 
heod of Great Bear Lake. The find 
of this rare mineral with its unique 
and tremendous possibilities and pro- 
pertics has necessitated the taking of 
prempt action to enable the govern- 
ment to properly supervise and con- 
trol its development and utilization,” 
says the section of the new regula- 
tions covering this point. 

Another section of the regulations 
now gives any mining recorder author- 
ization to hear and determine mining 
disputes in his own district subject to 
appeal. Such an appeal would be 
heard in the courts of one of the pro- 
vinees adjoining the Northwest Terri- 
tories, 

The practically universal use and 
neccssity of the aeroplane as a means 
of transporiation and prospecting is | 
also taken into consideration and it is 
now provided that the cost of aerial 
reconnaissance and geological investi- 
gation may be credited as legitimate 
expenditure during the first three 
years to hold c’aims but not to prove 
final title. 

METAL TAGS 

The time during which metal corner 
post tags must be attached by the 
miner is also extended while the mini- 
mum of annual requirement on each 
claim is changed from 40 days work 
to an expenditure of $100. 

Another new regulation changes the 
number of claims that may be in- 
cluded in a group for development 
from nine, as formerly, to 36, and pere 
mits the expenditures incurred on on¢ 
or more of such claims to be accepted 
as representation of the whole group 
when final title is granted. Such re- 
presentation work is to be of the value 
of $500 expenditure on each claim. 

Power to extend the time within 
which to perform the required devei- 
opment work in those places where 
conditions render operations unprof- 
table is also taken in the new regula- 
Uons,
